READ YOUR PAPER 

"To live as a member of the 
great white race of men, to shore 
its thoughts and its aspirations, 
it is necessary that g man should 
read his newspaper,'" said U. S. 
Senator of South Dakota, in an 
address to the students at the 
University of South Dukotn. "The 
pewspaper," he continued, "has 
come to be indispensable. It goes 
and penetrates everywhere. It has 
been said of the newspapers that 
they are to the whole civilized 
world what the daily house talk is 
to the household; they keep our 
daily interest in euch other; they 
save us from the evils of isolation. 
"1 like to go back to the splendid 
principle on which the fine struc- 
ture rests. And that principle is 
the freedom of the press. Our 
forefathers must have had the gift 
of prophecy in regard to the press; 
thev must have foreseen to what 
power and influence it would come. 
They had no dread of publicity of 
official acts or motives. They had 
faith in the ultimate triumph of 
truth. Jefferson was willing that 
MM* might be presented if truth 
could only be left free to combat 
it. He was opposed to a censor- 
ship of the press, and said thut if 
he must chooae between a govern- 
ment without newspapers and 
newspapers without government he 
would prefer to risk the newspaper* 
without the government. He believ- 
ed that public opinion would meas- 
urably correc t things if public op- 
inion were left free, but that gov- 
ernment without a free expression
